Although tbs city of Milwaukee owqi 
I ts waterworks, we bare only two free 
bath-houses (so-called natatoriuma) In 
team. Those places are naturally over¬ 
crowded and filthy, and ao much filthier 
aince under our Democratic reform ad¬ 
ministration. Tbe water in tbe Urge 
water tanka ia changed ONLY ONCE ev¬ 
ery week. Under inch conditions tbe 
natatoriuma, instead of being conducive 
to health and clesnlLneaa, hare become a 
aoorce of danger. Yet many thousands 
visit them every day, because bathing 
baa become a common practice with tbe 
Laboring class and people bathe ten time* 
aa much now aa they did ten years ago. 
Tbe Socialist ought to demand a public 
both Institution for every precinct In the 
city where laboring people live, and that 
would be none too many. 


And the very worst of the social temp¬ 
tation* la, that wealth has became the 
great eat, oca might say, the only, social 
power. All human worth ia estimated 
in terms of wealth,—hi dollars and cents.

It is the monopoly of 
that which all went that makes Ms power 
ao fstall Ha parts with his check and 
he gets all the good or bad things hia 
heart desires; he gets adulatioo, profes¬ 
sional skill, wine or women, paragraphs 
La the newspapers or the disposal of £o- 
iitlcaJ places.

The average wages. Including miner* 
and Uborers, l* lass than (1-60 per day. 
Upon this salary the worker most main¬ 
tain an average family of five persona, 
which means each has less than 30 cent* 
per day. Thla forces the children a* 
soon as they are big enough to carry * 
dinner pall, to go into the mines to work 
Ln order to swell the -family Income, so 
that it will bo adequate to keep them 
alive. There are 25,000 children Under 
14 yean of age employed La the Peunsyi- 
ranU coal mines. In these coal mines 
msn and those children annually exhume 
from the earth 44,000,000 too* of anthra 
cite coal for which the consumers pay 
an average of $7 a ton or 9806,000,000. 
And tbe coal btrues stand between the

The killed and wounded in two bloody 
battles fixighi by Frederick the Greet 
amounted to 42 per cent, of the total 
number engaged.

Ail virtue Is not foand among those 
who revel oo the social hilltops, no all 
vice among the poor who go through 
the dark valley of undeserved and en¬ 
forced poverty The vices and crimes of 
the rich are proportioned to their oppor¬ 
tunities to Indulge them, and so we are 
told that at the present time in some 
sections of the country bank robberies 
and embesalements are epidemic. 

The poor have little opportunity to 
commit really grievooi crime* against th'’ 
Laws of the land, because most law* are 
made Ln the Interest of property and tbe 
poor have no property, neither do they 
manage property belonging to other* 
This la done by the well-to-do and 
wealthy Their management usually re 
suits in the property belonging to them¬ 
selves. 

Tbe virtues of tbe rich do not equal 
the virtues of the poor. Moat departure* 
from the path of rectitude are caused 
by the lust for property— the desire to grt 
rich. The poor, being deprived of prop 
erry. are in a condition of enforced ob¬ 
servance of the social virtues, while the 
neb. having appropriated tbe u.eaas of 
production and distribution to private 
ends, are conatantly engaged ;n conflict 
among themselves to retain what they 
bare or gam more Hence, tbe neb are 
constantly violating the laws which have 
been made a the Interest of property 

Tbe moat remarkable thing ab ut tbe 
poor is their abatmeno* from tier and 
crime. And yet it coukl not w«: :*• jib- 
rrwiae iu a socirt j where pma'e pr »p- 
erty in aaiura. wealth and #o« ia- ap<*a.

The serious problems which face the 
workiugmau today are mschinerT, di¬ 
vision of labor and trusts. Machinery 
and division of labor affect him in two 
war*—they drive him to overexertioo 
ana they cut his wages Formerly when 
a skilled tailor made the entire cost he 
-hanged about from hasting to machine 
stitching, to hand sewing, to pressing, 
and not oo!y was each change a relaxa¬ 
tion. but it was impossible for him to 

S et op speed Ln any of hia operations. 

low one man does the stitching, an¬ 
other the hasting, another the 
pressing. and so ao. Ike mao 
at the machine rets an amazing skill in 
narrow limits, which a mounts merely to 
the skill necessary to drive his work 
through st high speed. True, the price 
of ready-made coats has come down, 
but the man can no longer earn wage* 
after he is 46 years of age. This ef¬ 
fect of the division of labor and ma¬ 
chinery extends to all trades. Even 
bricklayers in New York has increased 
their speed 30 per cent, in the last ten 
years, sod s German bricklayer lays 50 
per cent, more brick than be did in Ger¬ 
many. A wearer now operates twenty 
and twenty-five looms where by hand 
oce was enough. 

But the main effect of machinery ia 
not that it intensifies exertion or even 
that It displaces labor, but that it cuts 
wages. A certain tannery Introduced a 
machine to take the place of men at 
S18 per week. The men were forced to 
work far $0 a week, and than the pro¬ 
prietors threw out tha machine* because 
labor was cheaper. Almost universally 
em plovers hold It absurd that they 
shook] be asked to keep a S3 maw an 
the Si-SO machine which takes hia place.
